gart ech with him the moſt po erful Lords which might trou- 
le that cate 3 Ne built aſter the Modellof Rome, a ſtately \ 
Cid ie pon the Antiquities of Byzance, where he erected the 
Bternitie of his Name, and called it Conſtantinople, or new 
Rome. I he greatneſſeof the Wals, the ſafety of the Forts, 
the beautie of the Houſes, the riches of Columnes, which fee. 
med to havedrawneintothatplace all the Marble, I: ſper, 
and Porphyry of the Earth, were the rare wondets of the

would not caſt himſelfe at his feet, as others doe, but inclined: 
a little to kifle his Robe. 

When the Ewbaſſadour had kiſt the Suan Robe, who 
fits y_-_= Cuſhions of Cloth of Gold curled, he retires back- _ 
ward with his facealwayes towardsthe Prince, and plants 
himſelfe againſt the wallof the Chamber, to giue way tothe 
Gentlemen of his Traine, who goe ikewiſeto kiſſe his Robe: 
And then he preſents the Letter whichthe King ſends written 
in the Turkiſh Tongue. The Grand Seignenr anſweres no- 
A 2 his Grand Vi cir doth only ſpeake ſome 
wordes to diſmiſſe the Embaſſadour, » who goes out of the 

Chamber hauing made a Reuerenoe in bending downe his 
head, but doth not vncouet it. But you muſt e that no 
mancomes to kiſſe his Robe, e hee be attired in Robes 
after the Turkiſh manner, giuen him by the Sultan, the which 
is the Preſent of a Soueraignetoa ſubiect or ſlaue: For this 
cauſethe Grand Vizir forgets not to ſend vnto the Embaſſa- 
dour ſuch Robes as are ſet downe by the Ordinance of the 
Cuſtome oftheEmpire,that-isro ſay ,ewothatareriehfor the 
Embaſladours , and one for either of his followers:

Bur as 
the actions of ſuch men, how religious ſoeuer they be, haue 
not true Char ĩtie for their Guide, they doe eafily incline” to 
vice. This Prince added to his Manuall labour ſo hort ible a 
crueltie, as it was to be wiſhed his hands had beene idle. We 
haue written in the Hiſtor ie of his Empire, that viſiting one 
day, (being followed by his Pages) the Squares of hi- Ga ts 
dens which he did manure himſelfe one of the young Boyes 
ſeeing haltie Coweumbers, gathered one and cate it: ANabo- 
met returning that way found it wanting, his choler enſla- 
med him to ctueltie, hee ſaw by the ſtalke that ir was newly 
gathered, and hee knew that hee had no compauy but his Pa- 
ges, and therefore ſome one of them had done the deed, the 
which he would know at what price ſoeuet: Hee calleth the 
Baſtangies or Gardiners, puts ſharpe Kniues intotheir hands, 
and commands them to open the tomacks of his Pages: They 
take them one b — 75 ſoutteene, findio the Co W- 
cumber not yet di in cho tomacke{of the tourreenth : 
Such was the rigour of this Prince, ho for a light offence, 
cauſed fourteene of the goodlieſt young Boyes (the flowre

Diamonds: The ninth a little Cofer of Chryſtallof the 
Rocke, with the corners of Gold halfea yard high, and halte 
as broad, in the which were ſeene great Diamonds, and huge 
Pearlcs of the value of eight hundred thouſand Liuers, The 
tenth vnto the fifteenth, were ſix Simoc ks imbroydet ed with 
Gold and ſtones. The ſixteenth to the one and twentieth, 
were ſix head- bands for her fore head of the ſame ſtuffe and as 
rich The two and twentieth vnto the ſeuen and twentieth, 
were ſixe ſtately Robes of Cloth of Gold, richly ſet with 
Peat les and Diamonds. N 
After theſe P reſents followed eleuen Chariots full of young 
Virgins ſlaues to ſerue the Bride; they were couered and 
cloſe, and either of them accompanied or rather guatded by 


two blacke Eunuches: Twentie other Virgins ſlaues followed 


on horſebacke, and ſo many blacke Eunuches richly attired 
and mounted in like manner accompanied them. After all 
this matcheda hundred and fotty Moyles laden with Tape- 
ſtrie hangings of Cloth of Gold, of Sattin, of Veluet. with 
the ground of Gold, and a great number of Cuſſiions of Vel- 
uet and of Cloth of Gold; vhich ate the Chaires of the Tur- 
kiſh Ladies, with great ſlore of other richt and o 
Moueables. All theſe things made the Spouſes Bundle, 
ueu by the Emperout her Father: Not 
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know, how much he did cheriſh their affection g 
D. Lal. and caſt many great handfuls of Geld gad

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The Mufti who is the high Prieſt of the Turkiſh Law, o- 
nw the beginning; he appeared firſt in the place, being 
aicftixally ſet in a Tabernacle carried vpon a Camels backe:

About him were on foot « great number of Prieſts, and reli- 
AMahometans, who held Bookes in like manner. But 

ir fantaſticke attire did ſhew pla inely the humours of their 
bruriſh ſpirits : Some had their heads couered with hoods o- 
thers with Mitres, ſome with Crownes, Many had Robes of 
deaſts skinnes. They were no ſooner come vnto the place, but 
they made ſhew of their Religious modeſtie, in 2 
howling , beating vpon Pans and Baſons, ringing of little 
bels which they carried in their hands, as a man would ſay 
that che ſe teſtimonies of their zealous deuotion, were an in- 
ſolent jangling, at the ſound whereof they did leape & friske 
without ceaſing. In this poſture ew. made three tutnes a- 
bout the pla ce, after x hich they ſtayed beforethe Grand Serg- 
neurs window, who looked vpon their fooleriea There they 
made their prayers, during the which ſome religious Men of 
thetroupe drew out great Kniues, and cut their fleſh in di- 
uers parts of their bodies, for the leue of the Prophet, and of 
their Sultan. The Mufti deſcended from his Tabernacle, en- 
tred lnto the Pallace, and made his Preſents, which conſiſted 
in ſome Bookes of the Law. After which he retired wi ith the 
brutiſh co y of this monſtrous Clergie. 

And for that this firſt troupe was ridiculous, that which 
followed was lamentable: They were the two Chriſtian Pa- 
trlarches, the onꝭ ofthe Grecrans, the other of the Armenians, | 
attired in long blacke Copes, which are their patriarchall 
Robes nhetrue colours of their ſeruitude and heauineſſe: They 
wete followed by ſome Chriſtian Prieſts: Their Gate was 
pittifull, 1 nenging downe , in ſuch ſort, as 
the Chriſtians chat were come thither to laugh, found a wor · 
thy ſubiect of weeping , ſeeing the Church captiuated to the 
cruelty of Turkes , and the Reuerend Paſtors thereof forced. 
to goe and humble themſelues at the feet ofcheir Tyrant, and 
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Enemy of their Law, ina ſuperſtitious Ceremony, and con- 
traty totheir Religion: to lift their ſacted r ty 
and proſtitute vpon his perſon the grace of their inge: 
This is the eſtate whereunto the Diuiſion of Chriftians hach 
reduced them, When they came before the Sullam, they 
prayed vnto God with a loud voice to bleſſe him, they pre. 
ſented him with a great Baſon of filuer full of peeces of Gold, 
and ſoweturned poorer than they came. 285 
The Merchants followed, to vent without profit the moſt The Mer- 
precious of their Merchandize : They were a thouſand in a cbants, 
troupe, Turkes, Chriſtians, or Iewes, allattiredin Robes of 
Gold, and followed by a pleaſing band of young men attired 
like maidens, having Bowes in their hands, and Quiuers at 
their backes full of golden Arrowes. A childiſh troopeof 
daintie young Boyes like fo many Cxpids crowned with 
flowers, and holding Darts in their hands, drew without a- 
ny difficultie a Chariot which followed them, whereon Was 
ſet and opened a ſhop full of Cloth ot Gold and Silke, with 
Tapeſtries of all forts, which — preſented to the Sultan, 
d cryed ; Live Sultan Amur ab. 1 
The Goldſmiths followed after ; their dec king did ſhew The Gold- 
that theytraded in precio Wares : They were all coucred ſaichs. 
with precious ſtones: Some of their number drew a rich ſhop 
fullot Veſſels of Gold and Siluer which they gaue vnto the 
Grand Sci fneur. A ſmall troupe of other Goldſmiths made a 
band a part: They were thoſe of Baieftar, whereof wehaue 
=X ſpoken before, ſtately attired: The tones and pearles which 
== wereyponthcirGarments, were valued at a Million of gold: N 
The Pieſents which they made were great and rich. 2 7 
All the other Tradſmencame in their order, and all labou- Tradeſmen of - 
rec zu their profeſſion, The makers ofcloth of gold and filke, diuersſorrs. 
to the number of five hundred men well attired , cauſed ewo 
Loomes to march with tbem, whereon they madea peece of 
clothof gold, and another of ſilke before os had gone thrice | 
about the place. The Lace. makets did the file mite Kinds 
They were in the midſt of many ſorts of beaſts made «

Which matched wich them by Art: The Linnen Weauets, 
Tapeſtrie men, and Cotton makers , laboured allo in their 
Vacation. The Feather-makers fed the curioſuie of the ſpe- 
Rators with Feathers and winde: They made many attificlall 
Birds, which did flic in the Aire, as ifthey had beene natutall. 
Tailors made Garments in paſſing vponthe place; Smiths did 
worke in Iron, Potters made Pots, Cutlers made Kniues,and 
Sadlers Saddles, Maſons did build, and Glaſſe- makers did 
blow their Glaſlcs, Bakers did bake; andthat which was not 
pleaſing, the ſluttiſn Butchers did kill and flay Beaſts, and 
gaue'the fleſh to the people. The Gardiners were there laden 
with Flowres, theP loughtmen with their Ploughes tilled the 
Sand: The Shephcards with their fat troups made their three 
turnes: The Keepers of Moiles, Aſſes, and Carters, brought 
their Moiles, their Horſes, and their Aſſes: Their groſſe ſpec. 
ches did not greatly tickle the Swirans cares : Northeir Pre- 
ſents did not dra his eyes to the contemplation oftheir beau- 
tic : He had nothing but Wood, Stone, and Water: and that 
Which he did, as I conceiue, ſuffering their foolery to enter- 
ta ine his le iſure, was only to repreſent ynto his ambition the 
fabricke ofthe World, to the government whereof he aſpires, 
in receiving ſuch homages as thiſe men could y@ld, The 
Iewes werethelaſt which gaue Preſeats : They were three 
hundred young men ſeparated into three bands, diſguiſed in 
divers Nations: The one was attired and armed like French, 
the other repreſented Spaniards , and the third feerned to bee 
Swiſſers with their. great Cod-pecces; They had for their 
traine an infinite number of Dragons, Sirens, and Tortoyles 
of the Sea, which marched artificially: And with this plea- 
ſant Antiques, as women which had refigned their Diſtaffes 
in: They were got- 
ten vpon their ſhoulders to ſhew their Empire, a to let them 
ſee the miſeries of theſe Coxcombes , charged with ſuch im- 
portune burthens. 1 


Theſe Hi and Preſents being thus ended, the Com-. 
bats of wacre, did heyy che force of . dex wy and the ſpores. 
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the pleaſute of their brauerio: TheiGrand Yrasr would have 
the honour ro expoſe vnto his Maſters eyes, the repteſentation 
of his victories againſt the Chriſtians. He cauſed to be drawne 
into the place two great Caſſles of Wood, diuerſiy pa inted; 
— . von Wheeles,, garniſhed with Towres, fortified 
wich Rampiers, and furniched with Artillerie: The one was 
kept by Turkes, who had planted vpon their Tower, many 
Red, White, and Grecne Enſignes: The other was defended 
by Men, attired armed after the French manner. who {cc » 
med Chriſtians: Their Enfignes cartied white C rolles; with. 
out doubt they had beene taken in ſome encounter, or at the 
ſacke of ſome Towne of the Chriſtians: either of theſe Calles 
had thirtie Horſe , which made diuers ſallies: The Turkes 
forced the others to make thtit laſt. retreate into their Fort, 
here they ſKur them vp; beſiegedthem, baztered their walls, 
madea breach, ſent to diſcouet it, and marched to the aſſault 
with their viuall eries and howlings : The little reſiſtance 
they found made them ſoone Maſters and vanquiſhers , al- 
though they were themſelues yanquiſhed, for they fought a- 
gain themſelues: If they had had to deale with Chiiſtians, 
they had not preuailed ſo eaſily. As ſoone as they wereentred, 
they abandoned the place totheir ciuelty, put all to the ſword, 
cutting off the heads of the principall , and lifting counter- 
feit heads above the walls, The contempt which they make 
of vs ended the triumh; They let lip into the place about 
thirty Hogs which they had ſhut into a Fort, and raune aſtet 
them cry ing and howling in mockerie: Thus the Tur kes doe 
not ſport but in contemning the Chriſtians, not labour ſeri + 
ouſly but in ruining them: And they by a fatall diuiſion pre- 
paretheir victories, and diſpoſe thetriumphs which they ob- 
taine of them with great fac iliti + |

ſaults vpon aflaule, fite- workes, and whatſoever the furie of 


Warte could inuent. Sometimes the Tur kes were Maſters of 
the Wals, and ſuddainly the genevoficie of the Cypriots re- 


pulied chem : But time, force, and the want of ſuccours made 


them teceiue the compoſition which they offered then; yer 


the diſloyaltie of the Turks did not obſemnhit, for ſome they 


made ſlaues and the reſt they put to the Sword: All chis wag 


ſeene in theplace : When as the ſound of Trumpets,the noiſe 


of Drums, the howling of Turkes and the thunder ing of the 
Canons ſeemed to be at thetaking of another Iſland at Cypres. 
The wonderof this artificiall repreſentation did much pleaſe 
the Sultan, teioyced the people, and reuiued in the Chriftians 
minds the griefe of their loſſe: Heauen would haue it ſo to 
puniſh their great cutioſitie, tor aſſiſting wiihtheſe infamous 
Aabometang, andto be ſpectatots with them at the Pompe; 
ot their Superſtition, But he did not ſuffer their inſolencie to 
be vnpuniſhed; Hee made it knowne that it his Iuſtice ſuffers 
them to bee a ſcourge to the Chtiſtians , yet heedoth not al- 
ayes ſuſfet them, to haue them in der iſion: The Cannona- 
does, here there was nothing but Powder, flue many of 
theſetakers ofthe Iſland in Pictute vpon the place, & woun- 
ded a great number. = 5 

Some other artificiall Caſtles appeared after, ſhewing the 
like thing to that of the Grand eit: One among the Qreſt, 
the leaſt of all, carried two Towers, in the which . 220 were

tis coſay, atme; they haue no Reſt to beure it, like ynto the Frangues, it 
ban French is only tied to their Saddles by a leather thong, for they car- 
* rie no Cuytaſſes: Many of their Horſes were ſlaine there in 


com- 
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combating. After the Encounter, they did runne at the Ring 
after their manner, which is to ſet a little rod of Iron on the 
ground, on the end whereof they put a Ring ſomewhat big- 
ger than choſe which they vſe in France. They Which tooke 
ic, carrying the Ring on the end of their Launce being on 
foot, went to preſent it ynto the Sultan before his window, 
who threw him out a Ring of Gold in recompence; the man. 
ner of receiuing it was not without a Myſterie : In raiſing it 
trom the ground, the Cauallier kiſt it, laid it vpon his head, 
and bending downevery low madea Reuerence and ſo reti- 


red. When theſe men had voided the place, they nan in 
thirtie Chriſtian Souldiers, lately taken in the Wars of Hun. 


arie: They followed with their Irons the triumphof certaine 
Turkiſh Capraineswhich had taken them; ſome Enſignes 
and Drums of their Companies made vp the Trophie of theſe 


Barbarians. 


A goodly troupe of Archers on horſebackearriued ſoone Archers on 
afrer with a more generall joy; They Activities which they — nd 


ſhewed are admirable. After they had finiſhed their courſes, |; 
wich a Target in the left hand, and a long Dart or halfe Pike 
in the right, ſometimes ranged in hatta ile, ſomerimes dis ban- 
died, caſting them one at another, and taking them vp from the 
round in running: They ranne their Horſes with their full 
peed, and in the ſwiftneſſe of their courſe, drew their Semi- 
ters thr ice out of their Scabbords, and put chem vp as oſten 
without any ſtay: Ig like manner they hot thrice with their 
Bowes, with the firſt they hit an Iron on the hinder part of 
the horſe ; with theſecon they ſtrooke an Apple of Gold, 
which was vpon the top of a great Maſt of a Ship ſer vp in the 
midſt of the place: with the laſt they hit the Ring ar which 
the eA/banois had runne: Then ſtanding vpright in their 
Saddles, they did run their Horſes with full ſpeed, and did 
mannage their Armes 2s before. Some of their Troupe did 
things which were admirable: There was one who tooke 
the addlefrom his horſebacke , laid it vpon his necle, and 
ler it in its place againe all with tunning. The 3 
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ſer an Orange ypon the Turbantof bis ſlaue, and in running 
pierced it divers times with his Arrowes , and neuer hurt his 
laue; Heepierced a great brazen Morter with an Artow.; 
Moreouer, hee tied two Horſes together, ſet a foot vponeither 
of them, and Randing vptight, ſupported a young Boy who 
ſhot with his Bow as the Horſes galloped. Another of the 
ſame Archers ran with all ſpeed his head in the Saddle, and 
bis feet ypwards bet wixt Gerd Semiters, which had their 
paints ſet againſt him: Two men of their troupe put chem- 
lelues into one Saddle, and vaulted before and behinde while 
the horſe did tun, lighting and remounting ag3ine without 
ſtay. An Arabian which was amongſt them added the force 
of his jawes totheit dexteritie: He did ſet a packt daddle on a 
horle with his teeth, hauing his hands bound, hee putonthe 
pannicrs;ond then ſet on his Boy to load it, bee clid allo ſaddle 
his horſe after the ſame manner, and leapt ypon him ; doubt - 
lefſethe biting of ſuch a Gallant would be dangerous. 
This day (tor all cheſe wonders were not onedayes worke) 
ended by tome actions of piety after the Turkilh manner, 


which the Saum cauſed to b Frcra- at the Gate, by che 
which they gor to Aadrinopeſſ: Thicher he went going from 
the page with the young Prince CMahomet his Sonne, and

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Mountebankes (whereof Turkey abounds aboue all the Re- 
gions of the Earth) did to the common amazement of all 
che SpeRators theſe things which follow. The firſt which 
ſhewed himſelſe in the place, ſhut a young Boy naked into a 
Hogſhead, with fiueand twenty or thirty great Serpents,and 
row led it about the place, aud thendrewout the Bop whole 
and ſound : The ſame Serpents ſtinging and bicing others 
which camenecrethem. After this they buried a young Boy 
deepe in a Ditch, and couered him with Earth as if hee had 
beene dead, and yet he anſwered as diſtinctiy and incelligibly 
to that which they demanded of him, as if hee had heene out 
of the ground. Another preſented himſelfe naked without 
ſhame, but not without more than humane force, hee layed 
himſelfe flat on his backe vpon the edge of two Semiters; 
being in this poſture, they laid vpon his Belly a great Anuile 
of Iron, whereon foure men did beate with great Hammets; 
and moreouer they did riue many great pieces of wood wich- 
out any offence to him. When this man was retired, a trou 
of other naked men expoſed themſelues io the view of ch 
World all couered with wounds, their bodies being yet lar- 
ded with the ſame armes which had made them, ſome with 


= Arrowes , others with Knives and Swords; But beſore theſe 
mad men had gonethrice about the place, two of the troupe 
fell downe dead, which ſhewed that their wounds were 
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rather markes of their folly than inchantments. Another 
ſuhewed the force of his ja wes, and his hands: he beld a horfe- 
ſhooe bet wirt his teeth, and puld it in pieces with his hands; 
le brake s Plough-ſhare, with three blowes with his fiſtand 
bcc cauſed a _ of Iron to be made red hot, the which hee 
and licked it with his tongue, rubbed icon his 
face, and yet was not burnt : Afterward heecauſed a Goat to 
dance N ypon his ſhoulders, and neuer toucht it,cau- 
ſing it to paſſe from one ſhoulder to the other without mo- 
uing. A headie - brain d fellow followed this man, vpon 


whoſe head they did breake with Hammers a gteat ſtone,. 


Hee cauſed 
them to couex him with ſo great a heapeof ſtones as he could

Thus the Turkes doe juſtice to men, whereof the quicke 
expedition might repaite the defects which they mette with, 
and yet in that place particularly they ate teaſonably exad to 
yceld vnto euery man that which is due vnto him: The feare 
of their owneruine if they had no vertue, were ſuſhcient to 
make the ballance eeuen and ſtraight. For the Turkiſh Prin- 
ces are atccuſtomed to goe by one of their Chambers vnto a 
Windo, only ſhut vp witha Lattice, the which loakes into 
the Dwandircctly ouer the head of the Grand Fiir: From 
thence he beares what is ſpoken , and treated; with the com- 
plaints of parties, and the Decreesof Judges ; if iniquiticdoc 
way the minds and mouths of choſe, to deny vnto the weakeſt 
the reliefe Which juſtice doth owe them, agaiaſt the violent 
oppteſſions of the Mighty, the puniſhment which hee ta kes is 
very exemplary. Doubeleſſe, as the foundations. vphold 2 
houſe, ſojuſtice is a ll ſupport vnto an Empire, without 

the which it cannot lang fubkitt, Kings, whoſeprincipall of- 
fice is to yeeld it vnto men, ought to cheriſh it aboue all 


ching; It doth aduance them aboucother men, and makes 


them to raigne happily ; and without it violence dra wes all 
diſordeti in their Eſtates, troubles them, and ruincs them in 
the end : They themſelues without juſtice, are like ynto thoſe 
bodies which are ttoubled with the falling ſickneſſe whom 
weakneſſe and paine afflidts 2 This diuine vertue ſhould not 
only he the ſduſe of their Decree, but the ſoule of their ſoule:

He Chriſtians labour ſo profitably to inlarge the Turkes 

Empire, as they not only furniſhthem with occaſions,by 
their wretched diviſion , but they alſo breed them vp men 
which in time are the moſt generous of their troupes, the 
greateſt in their Court, and the moſt triumphant in Townes & 
Chriſtian Prouinces : But in this laſt, force and the conſtta int 
which theſe Barbarians vie towards them, makes them more 
excuſable, than when they abandon the reaſon and the inte- 
reſts of Chriſtianity, to the blind paſſions of a fatall diſcard: 
For they ſee come into their houſes, thoroughout all Greece or... 
Morea, and in theCountrey of Albania, a troupe of the 
Grand Seignenrs Capigus, deputed to make the exact ion of 
the richeſt, and the molt exquiſue Tribute, tliat can be leu ied 
in a Country, the which is of men, the beſt proportioned, and 
enricht wich the gifts of Nature, Therethey chooſe the ſoun- 
deſt, the goodie , and the moſt actiue of all their Children, 
out of euery three one, the whichthey doe euery third yeere; 
and having dra wne together aboue ewo thouſand, they lead 
them to Conſtantinople. At their arriuall, they attire them all 
in Robes of Cloth of divers colours; they giue vnto cuery 
one a yellow Cap of Felt, like vnto a Sugar-loafe. In this E- 
quipage they are led before the Grand Var, who being ac- 
2 with al the other Baſſa and Miniftersof the ger - 
ul, he makes choice of choſe that are moſtactiue for the wars 
Theſe young men are ſet apart, and conducted into the Serras!

| E Nepeopercokeramerall , tomake 
her ſeiſe to be generally eſteemed, and acknowledged e- 
uen by moſt batba 
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admirable which doe poſſeſleit, but doth alſo giue the Title 


of their Nobility to their Poſterity , and makes them com- 


mendable. The children that are welt borne taken for Tri- 
bute from the Chriſtians , make triall thereof in Turkey, 
whereas the Turkes honour their Birth, and ſeparate them 
from the reſt, to bee better bred and inſtructed in Exerciſes 
which make them worthy of the greateſt Officers of the Em- 
ire: They teach them the Texts of Afabomers Law, theor- 
nament of the Turkiſh Learning, they inſtruct them in armes, 
and in all things which may adde perfection to men, which 
areto attend continually neere vnto a great Monarch. They 
are all Chriſtian ſlaues; but we ſhall ſee in the courſe of their 
fortune, that their flauery is a way, by the which patiencs 
doth lead them to the liberty ro command Provinces, or 
wholeRealmes : and their condition doth teach vs, that it is a 
happy infelicitie, and an vnfortunate happineſſe. AN 
The ( ing or great Chamberlaine of the Serraii, brings 
ſome into their number, borne of naturall Turkes, com- 


mendablefor their — diſpoſitions, yet ſeldome and with 


the Princes leaue. For the cuſtome of the Empire in its moſt 
ancient Conſtitutions requires that ſuch Children ſhould be 
Chriftians Renegadoes, the nobleſt and moſt ciuillthat can 
de found. So when the aduantages of the Warte, giue vnto 
che Turkiſh Armies victoriesagainſt Chriſtians, or the tiking 
of their Townes, and they find therein young children to the 
age of twelue or thirteene yeares, the Baſſa's relerve them for 
the ſeruice of the Grand Sci aur. For the Turkes hold in o- 
pinion, thatthe Nobil ity loud makes ſpirits generous and 
inclinable to vertue; eſpecially whenthecare of a edu- 
cation doth poliſh and make, perſect the gifts of Birth , as 
they doe in the Sexrai/with theſe young men. The Diſcipline, 
which they cauſe toobſetue is, ſo rigorous, as whoſoever per- 
formes it in all points, becomes the moſt medeſt, the moli pa- 
tient, and the moſt mortiſied man liuing. The Maſters which 
haue chargeof their perſons, arewhiteEunuches, ſeuere, fro · 
ward, fancaſtique,and ſuſpicious, as moſt of gelded men 
be. They neuet ſpeake vnto them

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their Baſtinadoes , whereof they are very charitable ; 10 
make them watch and indureall paines; ſo as many of theſe 
young men , when they come to the age of twenty yeeres, 
they ſeckes I meancs to tlc this ſeu erity: And although they 
know that they are in the courſe of a great fortune; yet they 
had rather get out of the Serraii, with the ſimple qualitie ot 
Spalu or Mutaſcraga , which is like vnto our Men at Armes 
or light horſe , than to ſuffer any longer the rigours of this 
Diſcipline, Their number is not certaine, the Serras/recciues 
as many as they ſend; but vſually they are about three hun. 
dted. Theorder and method wherewith they breed them vp, 
doth teftific that the Tur kes haue retained nothing of barba- 
tous but the name, and haue lent vs the effect. 

They call che formes where they iuſtruct them Oda; this 
vordtigniſies a Chamber: Theyordaine foute, by che which 
theſe young men muſt paſſe, before they attaine to Offices, 
whereum o the capacity which they learne doth aduance 
them. In the fuſt ate placed all thole of this condition, which 
enter into the Serras/ at a childiſh age: There they citcumciſe 
them it they werte not betore; he ing made.T urkes, they teac 
tor their firtt Leſſon Sdlence, and the Countenancethey mult 
carry tot a marke of their Seruitude , and withalla ſingular 
Reuerence towardsthe Stan, which is when they are neece 
him to hold downetketir HHcad and Eyes, and to haue theic 
Hands joyned, or their Arints croſt. For moſt of thole Which 
{cruethe perion of the 91h-man Prince, neues (pcake vio 
hun} nor locke hum in the face. At their comming into the 
Sema the Prince ſers them, cauſeth them to beentolled in 
a Regitter, by theit names and Countties, and commands the 
Te/rardar to be exact in the preſcnt payment of the Money 
wiichis appointed for their entertainment. A white Eunuch 
over-icer of all the other Eunucbes whichteach them, as it 
were the Priacipall of a Colledpe, takes allocareto ſeethem 
well infiracter, After the firſt Precepts they teach tbem to 
read ond cue, and aboueail to pray after the Tut kiſii man · 
ner, and the worſh ipotthen Religion,withan incrediblecare, 
tor the lpic eo fix or ſeuen ytetes, which is the cane they re- 
Mane aus ae. Aſecr 
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Alter this long tetme they paſſe vmo the ſevend; Gdawhere 2, Oda, 


more vnderſtanding Maſters than the firſt, teac u them the 
Perſian, Arabian, and Tartar Languages and practiſethem 
jn reading all ſorts ot written Bookes (for the Turkes vſe no 
other, )MorcouerrpipeakeTurkiſh elegancly,the which they 
may doeby the knowledgeof thoſe three Tongues z whereof 
the Turkiſh Language ſeemes to be compoſed. For to heare 
them ſpeake they do eaſily diſcernethe difference there ĩs be- 
tw ixt them and thoſe which ate not bred vp in like manner. 


They adde to theſetxerciſesoſ tha mind, tlioſe of the Body: 


In this Od« they teach them to handle the Sword or Semiter, 
to ſhoot , to caſt a Battle- axe to dart a lauelm or Azsgaye, 


and to runne lightly; all this is done in places ſeparated from 


the Oda, at certa ine houtes appointed with great attention, 
wherethe Eunuches ſpare not their Qudgels ; but heat them 
ſoundly for che leaſt fault. They continut 122 yeares in theſe 
Exerciſes, after Which they are Men and fit for ali paineand 
labour.

Then they comevntothe third Od ; where they doe not 3. 04a; 


forget what they had learned before, hut practifein il ill; aud 
diſpofirion, to be the motetit and actiue ſor the Warte: Euery 
one according to his inc lination doth likewiſe leat ne an oc- 
cupation, to ſeruethe Princes perſon oneto make Turbants, 
another to ſhave Haire, to cut his Nail vo ſh him in the 
Bath, to make cleane and fold his Clothes handiomel y ſome 
to lead Dogs to the Wood, others to be skilſull in Hawks and 
Hawking, toſerue for Stewardsor Queries, to be imploy ed 

in the Chamber, and to other Oſſices neceſſury for the teruice 

of great Princes, M here u they grow to that perſection in the 
ſpace of five yceres as 
Whileſttheyore in thisrhird o, they ma y not tee auy one 
abroad but with grext difficulty, and in che preſence of an 
Eunuchʒ all conuerſation with others is prohilnted , but wich 
thoſe of their O. But they muſt doe it with all modeſty 
and honeſty i For ifthe kunuch ho is their Supetiour, tha 
auxer into the leaſt ſuipition ot the contrary, they dai 


they at e able to inſtruct others: 
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ſured to beſonndly beaten , either vpon the ſoles of their feet 
ot ypon the backe after the Turkiſh manner, ſo as many times 
they leaue them for dead. They ſleepe in long Roomes which 
may containe fifty little Beds made pop of Mattereſſe: They 
lie in their clothes, in the night time they haue many lights 
burning, their Eunnches ſleepe among them, bet wixt euery 
ten Beds lies an Eunuch, to keep them in awe : Day and night 
their Maſters examine them, to ſee if they be firme and con · 
ſtant in thebeliefe of the Alcoran : For being ready to paſſe 
to the tourth A4, and from tbence to thegreateſt Offices of 
che Empire if they had in their ſoules any loue of their firſt be- 
lieſe, they might procure ſome gieat . to the Turkes 
eſtate. Hauing imployed all care, and finding themtruly 444. 
gomct ant, they conduct them to the fourth Oda; 

At their entry into it, they enter their names and Countries 
again into another Booke, tor all paſſe not into this laſt place 
ot cheir continualltraucls : But thoſe only which haue fini. 
ſhed their time in the other forme, and by their diligence baue 
made themſelues capalule co ferue the Prince and State ptofi- 
tably: As labout and reſt touch one another, ſo the end of 
one ische ſweet beginniog of tlie other; Theſe men bndeit in 
this Oda, their Penſion is augmented; inſteed of cloth where- 
with they werte formerly attired, the Stan giues them Robes 
of Silke and Cloth of Gold: They haue liberty to conuetſe, 
with the greateſt men of che S i and wick the Baſſas, who 
lceing them entring into great places, adore the Sun tiſing ot 
their Fortunes, make them great Preſents, and ſeeke to winne 
theit friend(hip by rich gifts. Beſides theſe pleaſing ſignes 

of a new — , whereas they were before all ſhauen, 
they ſuffer their haire to grow vpon their Temples, tocouer

Oſt of the Turkiſh Emperours , in the effeminacic of 
their Idleneſſe, where wallow wretchecdly in the 
boſomes of their Concubines, haue taken hunting for a plea- 
ſing diverſion: But ſome finding it more pleaſing than others, 
haue loued it with morc — Baiazrt the firſt of that 
name, ( who raigned in Turkey when as the weakneſſe of 


(vn lei the fixth, ſuffeted the dilordersin France, which had 
like to haue ruined it) was fo tranſported with this exerciſe. as 
he therein ſpent the beſt of his day es : his Court was fuller - 

WE Huntl. 
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Huntſmen than any other; whoſoener went to aduance his 
ſortune, muſt goe with a Hauke on his fiſt or a leaſe of Grey. 
hounds in his hand ; for the beſt courſe to riſe in Court, is to 
follow the inclinations of the Prince, how brutiſh ſoeuerthey 
be: Then a Faulconer prew great, and a Rider got an Office, 
but a vertuous man was rejected and grew poore. What pri- 
uate men did, to merit this Monarches fauour, forreine Prin- 
ces did imitate to winne his loue /ohn Earleof Newers ſonne 
to Phitipthe Hardy, Duke of Jung undie, accompanied by 
the Lords of Tremoulte,, La Marche, Coney, Philip of eAv- 
rows, Eatle of Eu, Conftable of France, Vienna, Admirall of 
France, Beaxcicantt, Marſhall of France, the Lords of Zre- 
, Morrell; Montquel!, Helly and many others, led to ſue- 
cour Sigiſna King of Hungary, a generous atmy of French, 
againſt the Tur kes which were in N ropolii: Bad intelli- 
gence and raſnneſſe ruined them, their troypes were defeared 
by the ſuccours of Haider, the men were put to the ſ word, the 
Earle of Veuers taken priloner, with the chiefe of the Frech 
Nobility: The Turkes Priſon is rough, and a Prince how 
great ſoeuer muſt ſuffer. Pil the Hardy to molliſie the ſa- 
uage humour of the Tutke, and to bind him to better vſage of 
his Sonne, ſent him Preſentsi, and particularly many white 
Ger-faulcons, whereof he made great accompt: and to teſti- 
fie the pleaſure which hee receiucd, he inlarged the Priſon of 
this young Prince, and led him often a hunting. There in the 
French oblerued the brutiſh paſſion of Baiazet His Faulco- 
ners had caſt off a Ger-faulcon after a fowle vnſet ſonably, 
he grew into a fury, and would preſently haue put two thou- 
ſand of thoſe men which followed him to death with cheir 
Hawkes vpon their fiſts, if the earneſt iutreaty of the Farle 
of Newers had not diuerted him: Then hee vented out his

2nd as he had no inclination to hunting he caſheer'd them all, 
and anſwered the intreaties of great Men, ho ſpake to haue 
them reſtored, with theſe words: Ged forbid , that I ſbould 
tine my byead to ſuch vnproſit able perſuus, ordained for (0 
vane a pleaſure. Huntiog is au bonett recreation, eaſech the 
minde, exetc iſeth the body, and he that loues it, thewes the 
quickneſſe of his ſpit it, and the agilitie and diſpoſition of his 
. But the time which hee imployes muſt be meaſured, 
and not ſtolne by violence from more ſerious imploy- 
ments, the which ought al wayes to be preferred before this 
commendable pleaſure. Hunting mutt be generaus, and they 
muſt take that by force which they purſue, and not by cun- 
Plats amongſt oung and policie, as to let Nets and Toiles for beaſts, then it is

Malta, which did annoy the Turkiſh Merchants. — — 
vnto the Kings ot Hanparic and Polonia; to the end they 
would intreate Solymayn not to trouble hitmſelſe to ſend bis 
Army into their Seas, and that they would promiſe and vn. 
dettake, to keepe the Leuant Seas free from all Pyrats: Tc 
lucceeded according to their deſite, Solyman being retired to 
Andrinopolus, ſpent the whole ytate (as we haue laid) inthe 
pleaſure of hunting. 1 
The Turkiſh Emperours which haue ſucceeded him loued 
this exerciſe, O/man the laſt dead, eutertained a great number 
of Huntſmen and Faulconers. Theſe Princes hold ic a glory 
to make a ſhe of them in thei ſtately entries into Conſtan- 
tizeple, as wer haue formerly obſerued, where among the 
angle of Huntſmen, wee ſee Faulconers withtheir Hawkes 
on their fiſt, haue a Leopard at their Saddle pomell coueted 
with Cloth of Gold; they hunt the Hare or the Seag many 
times with ſome contetitʒ they purſue the Boare, although the 
vic of it — — : If they take any, they 
give the fleſh roChriſtians, or caſt icraway , and 1 the 
skinneto couer Bookes for the which iris ve , and 
preſerues their Volumes long: Thoſe which haue come into 
my hands bound at Conſtantinople, ate excellently well co- 
ueted with Boares skins, although they be not artificially 
done as with vs at Pars, | 
But Superſtition the Soueraigne Miſtrisof Turkiſh Spirits, 
hath aſhareinthis pleafing exerciſe, when they hunt vpon 
thedayof their Coronation, or when as they conce ie the 
defignesof an important warre, they hold it for a good pre- 
if they take the firſt beaſt that js pur vp; but this pleaſure 
ot huntingdoth not ſo poſſeſſe them, as it makes them forget 
the care offerious affaires, The Turkiſh Emperours hauebeen 
accuſtomed in theſe ſports ro takethe adulce of their Baſſs's, 
of theoccurrentswhich concern the eſtate: they cal them vnto 
them in the field, they ſpeake vnto them, and command them 
o deliuer cheir opinions: In G call chis manner of 
. 2 con- 
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conſulting, T he Councell on kerſebacke : whereby wee ma y 
learne that this Nation is not ſoſbarbarous as men conceiue, 
and that if they raigne ſo powerfully ouer ſo many Provinces 
and Realmes , it is not accidentally and by chance; their care 
and judicious Councell giue vnto thei Empire a wife Gouer- 
ment. ; 
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CHAP. IX. 3 
of the traiue which followes the Grand 
Seigneurs Court. 


He number of men lodged and fed in the Serrail, which 
amounts tofourteen thouſand mouths, would make thoſe 
:magine, which kuow not the power of the Turkiſh Empe- 
rours,that many Soueraigne Monarchs, lodged together had 
drawne all the Officers of their houſes into one Pallace. And 


truly he whom they ſerue hauig vanquiſhed and ruined ma- 
ny Lings hath made an vnion of cheir Crawnes 2 His Serra, 
when he lodgeth there, containes in him alone the Empcrour 
ot Conſt antinople, himof Trebiſonde, the Kings of Ieruſa- 
lem, Babylon, Damas, Egypt, Cyprefſe,Thunts, Algier, Fez, 
and Afersrco, with an infinite number of other ſmaller So- 
ueraignes , whole Empires, Realmes and Principalities hee 
doth poſſeſſe: So as ſo many Officers as are in his Pallace, fer- 
uing his greatneſſe, ſerue many Crownes, But when he goes 
out ot his Serrail , to n a Voyage into ſome remote 
Province , thettaine and fol:awers which increaſc his Court 
u wonderfull, Thirty fixe thouſand /amz<ries, make the 
number of his ordinary Guard on foot, fortic foure thouſand 
Spabsi, which stens light Horſemen , make the Cauallery ; 
two thou'and Capige or Archers gf che Port follow bim 
Theſe beſide their ordinary Guard, execute the Office of the 
Miniſters of Juſtice , wich men of meaner condition that are 
vnder them: Two thouland Sachs. which ate Guardron 
toot about the Jaan: perſon, ne of histraine : Foure thou- 
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ſand Chaos x, Men imployed in Embaſſies, and in the exe- 
cutions of luſtice march after him. There are alſo fifteen hun- 
dred Sabangylers, or Gentlemen Seruants, which carry his 
meate vnto the chamber doore, where the Pages receine it and 
dcliver it to the Cpiaga, who ſets it vpon his Table, The 
number of men for baſer vſes is not leſſe if we conſidet where. 
in they are imployed, there ate three thouſand Groomes of 
che Stable, and a thouſand Riders for hunti ng; the Balthagi 
which cut the wood, and bring it to the Kuchin are eight 
chouſand : There ate a thouſand Thawegys , which are Pur- 
ueyours, or Victualets : two thouſand fiue hundred Theres;, 
or Tailorsto the Court, fixe hundred Bakers. And if the Voy- 
age be made forthe warre, the Officers of the Ar/enall,which 
are Commiſſaties of the Artillery and others, make fortie ſix 
thouſand men: The Gebegys which make Armes, and repaire 
and keepe cleane thoſe which are already made, a re fourtecne 
thouſand :ſeuen thouſand T»fechgyror Gun-makers follow 
wich their Tooles and ambula 15 eight thouſand o- 
pes, Which are the Cannoncers, increaſe the traine of this 
monſtrous Court. I omit a number of pettie Officers, for thar 
1 have not their names. 

The beaſts of burthen are vſually twentie thoufand, that is 
to ſay, ten thouſand Camels, and ten thouſand Moiles, which 
is the ordinary forthe Sultans houſe not reckoning thetraine 
of the Baſſa's which follow, the which is not ſo imall but in 
feeing them march apart , you would ta ke it ſor thetra ine of 
. ® Soueraigne Prince; for the Turkes carrie jntheir Voyages 

all ſorts of Commodities, to the end they maybeacrommo- 
dated aſwell in Field,” as in the Townes of their abode, The 
ſupputation of the amber of men that follow this Courr, a. 
mounts to a hundred ſiue thouſand , fixe hundred , hen the 
Sultan trauels ina time of peace; but i hee goe to the warre 
his Court is compoſed of a hundred and four eſcorethouſand 
men, beſide the Souldiers, So aso is hee, that ſeeing this 


fearefull Court to march, would not beleeve that it is a whole 
Nation, who having abandoned theit owne houſes , goe io 
conquer new habitations, Certoinly that hic h H re- 
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many of theirs. As this Beſſa had beene the moſt po 


laces of che Deſcent ofthe Northerne Nations, as ( imbriam, 
Sicambrians, Gethes, Vandals, Burgonians, Normans and o- 
thers, is plainly ſcene there by the number of men; but with 
this difference, that thoſe did but paſſe and theſe remaine ill, 
and adde to the continuance of their tedious Raigne, the Rule 
and power ouer many other Nations, neeie and afarte off, 
fiom the principall ſeat of their Empire. 
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CHAP: . 
Of the greatneſſe of the Turkiſh Baſſas. 


Tx brightneſſe of the Sun doth not only ſhew it ſelfe in 
the body of irs Spheate, but it dothallo Hine in the grea- 
teſt Starre. And Kings who are in theit Eſtates what the Sun 
1511 Heauen, do not only ſhew in themſelues the luſtte of their 
mo gnificence, but it doth allo ſhine in the wealth of the great 
Men of their Court. This is lecne more viſibly in Turkey 
than in any other place of the World, Where the Turkiſf 
ZBaſa'rdiiplay in the 201g; of cheirgreat riches, the proud 
power of the Emperour , from whom they haue receiued it. 
AMachmut Baſe, Beylierbey of Europe enjoyed logreac 
ttealutes during theRaigneof Afabomer the Second, as the 
annuall Reuene wes thereof, would haue defraicd a powet- 
full Turkiſh Army. This example would put them to ſilence, 
which braggeſo much of the treaſure of old Craſſ#s , the 
yearcly reve whereot, they lay was able, tocntertaine a Ro- 

man Army. Theleaſt of theTurkes Hy LN? RL: oy 
werkull, 
and the moſt ſumpruous , that euer the Othomas Court had 

aduanc ed to the heigtit of an extraordinary fortune, it ſhall

tie of Baſſa, then he became Iiir, & mounting daily higher, 
Romelia or Europe had him for their Beg/serbey : The mag 
nificences which he ſhewed, during the foſſeſſion of fo much 
wealth, would be tedious to relate. One only example ſhall 
fuffice forall. Aabomet the Second, cauſed the eldett of his 
children to be Citeumciſed; the cuſtome of che Court will 
baue great Men togiue him Preſents, as ee liaue formerly 
ſpoken: all performed it; but that of AMachmut, mounted 
neere toa hundred thouſand Scuint, which would make for- 
tie thouſand pounds ſterling. The Ocean muſt bee vaſt and 
teat, which doth breed ſuch great Whales, liuing and wal - 
ing Mountaines: And the Ozhoman Court mult be ſlately, 
ſeeing the Bafſa*s encounter with ſuch fortunes. | 
But it may be that of Machmus will ſeeme ale, forthat 
« happened an age before aurs: to ſatisſie thoſe hich loue 
new things, and co augment the s of this verity that 
the Turkiſh Baſſ': aregreat, we will adde one which. 
many haue ſcene of late yeeres, It appeared in the Cen ant in 
the yeete 1614, and in the perſon of 'Naſſuf Buſſe Grand Vie

His Armory was full 
of the richeſt Swords that could be found inthe Zexane, and 
elſewhere: The leaſt had the hjles of ſiluer: One was ſo en- 
richt with Diamonds vpon the hilt, as it was valued at ſiue 
thouſand pounds ſtet ling. The reſt cf hismoucables were no 
leſſe precious, his Perſian Carpets wrought of Gold and Silke, 
The great quantity of Cloth of Gold & of Silk of moſt excel- 
lent workes; the rich beds, and all, that exceſſe of a monſtrous 
fortune can draw into the Pallaceot a Fauourite, exceeds the 
maginationof men, and giues occaſion to ſay, that with the 
poile of ſuch men , they might not only eadich many houſes, 
but many Cities. 

Such t ich and ſumptuous Courtiers go with no (mal trains: 
when they march in held, aud vndertake a Voyage, be it for 
their owne varticulars, or to rectiue the — 2 of the Go-

nities and abounding in riches, plungethemſelues in all ſorts 
of vol nefſe , and their ſpirits mollified in the myre of 
filthy , they ſeeke them by a contrary courſe , and 
demand chat of nature which fhe hath not: Being manyrimes 
tired with the loueof women, they abandon their affections 
to young Boyes , and deſperatly follow the allurements of 
their beauties : They imbrace them, and vſe them in the place 
of women. This inable vice is foordinary in the 7 wrks 
Court, as yee ſhall hardly find one Baſſathat is not miſera- 
bly inclined vnto it: It ſerues for an ordinary ſubject of en-

They which are aduertiſed 
at Conſtantinople, auoidthis danger, and reward their pains 
which ſpeake vnto them with a flat deniall , but not without 
danger : For ſuch Meſſengersaſwellay the great ones that im-

Achmar 
is aduertiſed, and louing him (till e diſſembles his 
cryme and teſolues to gaine him to himſelfe, to dil-ingage him 
from the Perſian, and to content his ambition with any thing 
heecou'd deſire in his Empire. To this end hee ſends for him 
to Conſtantinople , and at his ariuall gaue him the place of 
Grand Vizir, which Serdar had newly left, and with it the 
beſt and richeſt of this Baſſa's ſpoyles, Moreouer he promiſed 
to giue him the Satans his Daughter in Marriage.

They defaced in the ſiege 
of the Grecian Empire , thoſe of the moſt Illuſtrious Family 
of the Paliologws, who were the Soueraigne Monarches,who 
carried N the Titles of their tr iumphant proſperities, 
by foure Letters leparated diſtinctly, which the Greekes call 
Vita, and not Fuſils, as ſome haue dream't, theſe Letters fig- 
nified inthe ſame Language, Basiabus. Baviker, Be Bas ts 
Murter, that is to ſay, 1 1 7 75 ra;guing ouer them 
that rarigne, It is true the Tor i * haue ſome kinde 
of Marke or Enſigne, rather of their Empire than of their
